Cut the dough with 
cookie cutters dipped in flour and then place the 
cutouts about 1 inch apart on the cookie sheet. 
You can move the arms and legs of the cutouts 


around to make different poses if you like. You 
can also take the remaining scraps of dough and 
cut them into hats, scarves or other accessories 
for the boys and girls, just be sure to place them 
slightly overlapping before baking. 


6. Bake for 6 to 9 minutes or until the dough is 
set. Cool the cookies for 1 minute before 
removing from the cookie sheets, then let cool 
completely. 


7 To make the frosting, combine the powdered 
sugar, margarine, vanilla and enough milk to 
achieve the thickness you want and blend well 
with the electric mixer. To make different colors 
of frosting, separate into separate bowls and add 
food coloring. 


8. Frost and decorate the cookies as desired, 
letting the frosting dry before storing them in a 
loosely covered container.

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Cookie dough 
1... Put the butter into a bowl. Mix with a 
wooden spoon to make it soft and creamy. 


2. Add the sugar, eggs, and vanilla. Mix 
until all the ingredients are well blended. 


3. Add the flour and baking powder. 
Blend until all the flour is mixed in and you 
have a soft, smooth ball of dough. 


4. Cover the bowl with plastic wrap and 
chill at least 1 hour in the refrigerator. 


5. Turn the oven to 375 degrees. Spray 
the cookie sheet with cooking spray. 


6. Take the dough out of the refrigerator. 
Roll the dough into balls about the size of a 
golf ball and place them on a cookie sheet 
leaving 3" between each one. Flatten the 
balls of dough with the palm of your hand 
so they are about 34" wide and 1%" thick. 


7. Put the cookie sheet in the oven and 
bake for 10-12 minutes or until done. The 
top of the cookies will still look pale but the 
bottoms and edges should be golden 
brown. 


8. Take the cookie sheet out of the oven. 
Let the cookies cool on the cookie sheet for 
a few minutes before lifting them onto 
cooling racks. After the cookies have 
cooled completely they are ready to be 
iced and decorated. 


Icing 
1.. Put the butter in a bowl and stir to 
make it soft and creamy. 


2. Add the icing sugar to the butter. Stir 
until the butter looks like it is blended into

3. Add the vanilla and milk. 
Continue to stir until the icing is smooth. If it 
is too runny you may need to add more 
icing sugar. If it is too dry add more milk, a 
little at a time. The icing needs to be thick 
enough to stay on the cookie when you 
spread it on. It should not be runny and drip 
off the edges. 


Decorating 

1. Put the marshmallows, coconut, red 
candy, and the chocolate chips into small 
bowls. Put a piece of wax paper on the 
table before you are ready to begin. 


2. Use a table knife to cover the cookie 
with icing. 


3. Make 2 lines in the icing with the tip of 
a toothpick to divide the cookie into 3 parts: 
Santa’s hat, face, and beard. Use the photo 
to help you. 


4.. Cover the top part with red sugar 
crystals for Santa's hat. 


5. Cover the bottom part with coconut for 
Santa’s beard. 


6. Add a miniature marshmallow to the left 
side where the red sugar and the coconut 
meet. This is the pompom on Santa’s hat. 


7. Turn 2 chocolate chips upside down 
and place them in the middle part for 
Santa’s eyes. Put a red candy just under the 
chocolate chips for Santa's nose. Place on a 
plate to dry.

Find the broken pieces that 
look like antlers. Put them 
together in pairs that look the 
same.

Have an adult take 
the top pot off the stove and 
use a dish towel to wipe the 
moisture from the bottom. 
Have an adult put the pot of 


melted chocolate on several 
hot pads on the table near 
your work area. 


4. Use a fork to pick up a 
whole pretzel twist and drop 
it in the melted chocolate. 
Flip the pretzel over with the 
fork to make sure it is well 
covered. Pick it up with the 
fork and tap the edge of the 
pot to let the extra chocolate 
drip off. Carefully place the 
chocolate covered pretzel on 
the cookie sheet with the 
heart shaped part at the top. 
This is Rudolph’s head. Put a 
pair of antlers in the pot and 
flip them with the fork to 
make sure they are well 


covered with chocolate. Pick 


up one at a time with the 
fork and tap the edge of the 
pot letting the extra 
chocolate drip off. Place this 
carefully on the top of 
Rudolph’s head, making sure 
the two pretzels touch. Do 
this again with the second 
antler and put it on the other 
side at the top of Rudolph’s 
head. Once again, make 
sure the two pretzels touch. 


5. Put a red candy for 
Rudolph’s nose near the 
bottom of his head. 


6. Put the reindeer in the

If necessary, clip 
scarf ends with a clothespin until 
glue sets. 


5. For bow, tie a knot in center 
of 1” x 5” fabric rectangle. 
Glue knot to left side of scarf. 


6. Copy pattern from pattern 
section. Use pattern copy to cut 
hat brim from black craft foam. 


7. For top hat, turn film 
canister upside down. The 
bottom of film canister will now 
become top of hat. With ruler 
and pen, make dots around hat 
1” from top. Connect dots to 
make a line. Using Figure 1 as 
guide, cut 8 strips from bottom 
of hat fo line.

8. Slide hat brim onto hat, 
pushing brim to bottom of hat. If 
brim curls, remove brim and trim 
slightly.

Using photo as guide, fuse 
patches to trees. 


5. Make three stars in same 
way as trees. With thick 
craft glue, glue one star to 
each tree. 


6. Apply a thin line of thick 
craft glue '/4" from edge of 
each plain tree, leaving 
bottom area unglued. Press 
decorated tree onto matching 
plain tree. 


7~ When dry, lightly fill each 
tree with fiberfill stuffing. Glue 
opening closed, securing with 
a clothespin until glue sets. 


8. Insert embroidery floss 
through holes in three buttons. 
Tie floss into bow, trimming 
ends. Using glue gun, glue 
buttons to trees as desired. 


9. Tie a jute bow and glue 

to patch. Add a jingle bell to 
bow. Make a bow from raffia 
and glue to tree.
